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The Honor List for 1927-28 


I. The Owners 
Winterthur Leads Again— Overbrook A Good Second 


HE analysis of the Association Honor List has for 

many years been an annual custom of the World. 

This list, showing the leading producers of the year 
for fat and for milk for each age class and for all divi- 
sions and classifications of the Advanced Register, is now 
being analyzed by the World to show the leading owners, 
the leading sires and the leading breeders, of the produc- 
ing Holsteins for the official year April 1, 1927 to March 
31, 1928. When the Honor List first replaced the old Prize 
List, the World devised a point system for rating this 
placing, as given in the table at the bottom of this page. 
Records made with a fat percentage of 5% or over or 
under 3% are not given any rating, in line with the policy 
of the National Association to discourage such _ per- 
centages as much as possible as not being normal for the 
breed. 

Last year’s winner, Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, 
Del., again comes through with the winning score, but not 
with quite such a large margin as last year. The total 
points for Winterthur this year is 630, of which consid- 
erably more than half were won in the yearly and 305-day 
divisions and the balance in the short-time division. In 
a later issue when we come to consider the sires of the 
Honor List producers, we will find that these points are 


oe 


divided among a large number of Winterthur herds as 
was the case last year. 

Overbrook Holstein Dairy, owned by Essex County 
Hospital, Cedar Grove, N. J., is in second place with 522 
points. This establishment ranked ninth last year and 
fifth the year before, giving them a splendid showing for 
the past three years. Other public institutions rank third 
and fourth, Traverse City State Hospital of Michigan, 
always well up among the leaders, scoring 456 points and 
State School & Home, Redfield, S. D., coming next with 
338 points. J. H. Brewer, Grand Rapids, Mich., is the 
only other owner scoring better than 300 points this year, 
his score being 315 points. 

As usual the Michigan State Institution herds have a 
far greater total than any other single breeder, eight dif- 
ferent Michigan institutions appearing on the list with a 
total of 916 points. State institution herds from Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa, Ohio, California and South Carolina also appear 
on the list as well as four herds owned by the United 
States Government, and State Colleges and Schools of 
Agriculture from twenty-four different states are repre- 
sented on the list, as well as many county institutions 
from various states. 

The following table shows the leading Honor List own- 
ers of the past six years.

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Massachusetts Permits Standardization 

IGHLY significent action in the matter of stand- 
JH zraization of milk has been taken by the State of 

Massachusetts according to an announcement from 
the New England Holstein-Friesian Association. Dr. 
Hermann C. Lythgoe, Director, Division of Foods and 
Markets, State Department of Health, has issued a 
ruling interpreting the present State law on the subject 
to the effect that standardization of milk by the adding 
of cream or rich milk is and shall be considered legal. 
Dr. Lythgoe’s opinion is based on the case of Common- 
wealth vs. Gordon 158 Massachusetts 8, when it was 
held that cream is milk. Again in the case of Common- 
wealth vs. Elm Farm Milk Company 221 Massachusetts 
68, which case was tried after the establishment of a fat 
standard for cream, it was again held that cream is 
milk. There is nothing in the present Massachusetts 
law prohibiting the addition of milk to milk; therefore 
with the decision that.cream is milk, the assurance is 
given that dairymen may standardize their milk by the 
addition of cream. 

This action was taken upon the initiative of the New 
England Holstein-Friesian Association following con- 
ferences with the officials of the New England Milk 
Producer’s Association, the United Dairy System, 
the Massachusetts State Holstein-Friesian Association, 
the Massachusetts Department of Agriculture, the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College and other individuals in 
that state. 

The effect of this ruling should be far reaching in its 
possible application in other states. It is highly desir- 
able from many angles and particularly so from the 
standpoint of the Holstein breeder. Under this ruling 
he is enabled to deliver to the distributor milk of any 
fat content which may be best suited to the requirements 
of the particular trade served. If the demand is for 
milk testing higher than normally comes from his cows 
he has only to separate the required amount, returning 
the cream and having the skim milk available for feeding 
calves, pigs or chickens, and that certainly is something 
which most breeders now producing commercial market 
milk would not find a hardship or a disadvantage. 


With this Massachusetts ruling as a precedent, it~ 


would seem that Holstein interests in other sections 
might well busy themselves to secure’an extension of 
this idea in other states and that the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America could render effective assistance, 
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following out the ideas on this subject advanced by Prof. 
Wing and endorsed by the Annual Convention at Deg 
Moines, Iowa, two years ago. 

We feel that this Massachusetts incident is one ot 
the most encouraging things, with respect to the future of 
the Holstein industry, that has come to our attention in 
a long time.

The Cover 


UR cover illustration this week shows an animal 
O-« unusual interest at this time, with the eyes of 

the Holstein fraternity centered upon the State of 
Wisconsin. Pabst Korndyke Cornflower 2d 801518, is 
a Wisconsin product that has brought added fame té 
the state and to the great breeding institution at Pabst 
Farms, Oconomowoc, where she has been developed. 
Pabst Korndyke Cornflower 2d came into prominence last 
fall when showing in the four-year-old class she won 
the Grand Championship at Wisconsin State Fair and 
was selected as the Reserve All-American four-year-old 
for 1927, being also a member of the Reserve All-American 
Get of Sire for Creator. ‘She is not only one of the 
outstanding daughters of this famous son of Sir Pietertie 
Ormsby Mercedes and Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d from 
a type standpoint, but is also one of his best daughters 
for production, hawing completed a yearly record in 
Class B as a junior three-year-old of 667.29 Ibs. fat 
(834.11 lbs. butter) 17,750.2 Ibs. milk with an average 
test for the year of 3.76% fat. This was the second 
highest fat record of the past year in the junior three- 
year-old class of the three-time milking classification 
and she is the Wisconsin State Champion in this clas- 
sification for both milk and fat. She comes of distin- 
guished breeding on the dam’s side also, her dam, 
Pabst Korndyke ‘Cornflower, representing several gener- 
ations of Pabst Farm breeding, being the present Wis- 
consin State Champion junior two-year-old in yearly 
work, with over 1,000 Ibs. butter and the former world’s 
champion 30-day butter producer, her best seven-day re- 
cord at this age being over 38 lbs. butter. Pabst Korn- 
dyke Cornflower is the highest priced cow of the breed, 
having sold in the National Sale at St. Paul in 1920 for 
$30,000. It will thus be seen that Pabst Korndyke Corn- 
flower 2d has an inheritance abundantly justifying her 
own great achievement. An interesting coincidence ap- 
pears in this connection. Although Pabst Korndyke 
Cornflower 2d is sired by Creator who spent his whole 
life at the head of the Fred Pabst herd, and she is 
backed by three generations of dams bred at Pabst Farms, 
she herself is listed as having been bred by Gustave 
Pabst, Hollyhock Farms, Dousman Wisconsin, Gustave 
Pabst having been the purchaser of her dam at the St. 
Paul sale. The coincidence lies in the fact that Holly- 
hock Piebe Fobes, Mr. Gustave Pabst’s famous National 
Dairy Show champion and All-American winner of 1926, 
while sired by Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, his own herd sire, 
was herself actually bred by Fred Pabst, although her 
development took place entirely at Hollyhock Farms. 
Congratulations are due all around to those who have

been responsible for bringing out this outstanding com- 
bination of type and production. 


Changes In Dairy Show Classification 

N announcement from the National Dairy Associ- 
A ion, lists several important changes adopted for the 

cattle classification at this year’s National Dairy 
Show. The most important change relates to the Get 
of Sire class which will now provide that this group 
will consist of four animals, not more than two to be 
bulls. We are very glad to note this change from the 
former requirement that both sexes should be represented. 
We have been convinced from our observations that the 
value of this class was reduced on account of this 
restriction without compensating advantages in any 
direction. We hope that the other shows which have 
followed the lead of the National in requiring both sexes 
to be represented will now follow it back again in this 
new regulation. 

Other changes relate to the dairy herd class to 
provide for a larger proportion of cows actually in milk. 
This appears to us as a move in the right direction as 
the apparent growing tendency of breeders to show 
dry cows hardly lives up to the spirit of the dairy 
herd classification. This year’s rule at the National 
will provide that at least three of the five cows shall 
be in milk at the time of the show and it is contemplated 
to increase this to four at the beginning of 1929. 

We note that action was deferred in the matter of 
making separate classes for dry cows and that the 
question will be studied by the classification committee. 
The important Canadian shows have followed this 
practice for a considerable time and seem to be very 
well pleased at the way it is working out, although its 
effectiveness is, in our opinion, somewhat lessened from 
the fact that exhibitors so frequently breed their show 
cows to freshen just at the time of their most important 
shows, so that even though they may be in the dry 
class they are carrying as much or more udder than a 
milking cow and this has given the general run of dry 
cows aS much or more of a handicap than they now get 
when the classes are not divided. 





Once in a great while the Roughage Department 
grows serious. We lay aside the fool’s cap, the spang- 
les—the claptrap and: cheap vaudeville jokes fade from 
mind and we turn to a serious consideration of the in- 
dustry in which we are all engaged.

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OPPOSES EXTENSION OF 45-DAY PERIOD 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Before the Convention in Milwaukee I should like to 
express my views on one of the resolutions in the calj 
for the meeting, namely that favoring the extension of 
the four-time milking limit to sixty days in Classes B 
and C. 

Class C particularly was intended to make testing in 
the long time divisions practical for the farmer-breeder. 
As a concession to those who wanted to make A. R, Q, 
records, four-time milking was permitted for forty-five 
days. Short time testing is going, rather than coming, go 
there is no reason in that direction for extending the time, 
Very few cows have to be milked more than twice-a-day; 
I have seen cows make eighty to ninety pounds of milk a 
day when fresh, make fifteen to sixteen thousand pounds 
a year, without ever being milked over twice a day in 
their lives. There are comparatively few cases when it 
pays as a commercial farm practice to milk more than 
twice a day. 

Let us leave Class C alone as a Farmer’s division. 
Personally, I would not object to completely eliminating 
any milking more than twice a day, but let that pass; 
certainly do not increase the limit. To compete on a 
fair basis we have to carry our cows to the limit of the 
Class in which we test. Let those who want, or like, to 
milk more than twice a day—and work ten hours on a

Letters From Readers 


A SUGGESTED CHANGE IN CLAS- 
SIFYING RECORDS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I am suggesting a change in the 
requirements for classes A, B and 
C. The present rules allow the fol- 
lowing number of milkings in each 
division if the maximum number is 
included. 


305 da. 365 da. 
Class A Milkings allowed... .1,220 1,460 
Class B Milkings allowed... 960 1,140 


Class C Milkings allowed... 700 820 
In practical operation the present 
rules include some records in Class 
A that have an actual number of 
milkings lower than the rules allow 
for Class B. Almost every bulletin 
from the A. R. office shows some rec- 
ords in Class A that are too low for 
cows milked four times a day and 
would be classed as Class B records 
if the divisions were based on total 
milkings instead of as present. 

I have sent to the Secretary the 
following resolution to be presented 
at the June meeting: 

Resolved, that Classes A, B and C 
of the 305 and 365-day divisions of 
the Semi-Official test shall be divided 
according to the total number of 


milkings. 

305 da. 365 da. 
Class A Milkings allowed...1,220 1,460 
Class B Milkings allowed... 960 1,140 
Class C Milkings allowed... 700 820 


My personal interest is in Class C 
where I would much prefer to milk 
my cows the 90 extra milkings 
allowed during the first 90 days in- 
stead of crowding the cows for 45 
days and then dropping them to 
twice-a-day milking. This change 
would be of no help to the big breed- 
er who is getting in the full number 
of milkings in each class. It would 
be a help to beginners who think 
they want to test in the higher 
classes but are compelled to drop the 
four times a day work after a couple 
of months, but because they have 
passed the 45-day period have their 





records recorded as Class A records.

FAVORS SIMPLIFICATION OF REG- 
ISTRATION , 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your article in the April issue of 
the World, entitled “An impractical 
by-law,” certainly appealed to us. 

This one rule of the Association 
causes endless trouble and does not 
add one jot to the verity of the pedi- 
gree. It is possible when you are 
buying the animal to get all papers 
at that time or withhold part of the 
purchase price. However when pa- 
pers are delivered the money for 
purchase is due and should be paid. 
The trouble comes about one year 
thereafter when you write the breed- 
er of the calf from a dam that was 
pregnant when purchased, asking him 
to sign the registry application. 
Most breeders are careless about 
their papers and simply pay no atten- 
tion to your request. 

We know of one reliable farmer 
who bought a bunch of in-calf heifers 
and had so much trouble getting their 
progeny registered that he got dis- 
gusted and sold the whole bunch at 
a stock yard sale at what they would 
bring as grades saying “that life was 
too short to try to register Holstein 
calves.” 

In addition to all the trouble and 
worry the buyers have over this mat- 
ter, we are sure it adds thousands of 
letters to the correspondence of the 
Home office at Brattleboro and that 
the expenses of clerk hire and sten- 
ographers at that office could be cut 
some $15,000.00 to $20,000.00 per year 
if your rules were similar to that of 
other recognized pedigree record As- 
sociations. 

It would seem to us that the rule 
requiring full signatures on _ the 
transfer blank and again on the ap- 


plication blank cause an enormous 
amount of trouble and correspond- 
ence. If the signatures and facts 
stated in the application are correct 
and if the unborn calf comes at the 
time the date of service indicated 
that it would be dropped, why in the 
name of common sense is it needed 
to get all these signatures again on 
application for register. If the breed- 
er told the truth the first time, it 
adds nothing to have him repeat it 
in the application for registry. If he 
lied about the facts in his transfer, 
he will surely lie again in the Regis- 
try application, provided after about 
five letters, you can get him signed 
up again. 

As Secretary of the Kentucky Club, 
at least 25 per cent of our time and 
energy is spent trying to help new 
and old breeders get their papers in 
proper shape. This could be avoided 
if our rules were simplified like other 
pedigree record associations. 


This thing of securing proper 
transfers and getting proper signa- 
tures for Registry applications, on 
cattle that have been sold, is the 
nightmare of the Holstein Pure Bred 
Business. 

We do hope you will take up the 
cause of simplified registry rules that 
will in no wise invalidate the truth 
and verity of our registry papers.

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pROF. 0. E. REED NEW CHIEF OF 
BUREAU OF DAIRY INDUSTRY 


Prof. Ollie E. Reed, head of the 
dairy husbandry division of the Mich- 
igan State College of Agriculture, has 
peen appointed chief of the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, it was 
announced today by Secretary of 
Agriculture Jardine. He will take 
up his duties in Washington about 
September 1. The position has been

vacant since the first of the year 
when Dr. C. W. Larson resigned to 
become director of the National 
Dairy Council. 

Professor Reed was one of the 
three highest certified by the United 
States Civil Service Commission as a 
result of the recent examination, 
which produced an unusually well 
qualified group, rating very close to- 
gether. He is generally recognized 
as one of the outstanding men in the 
United States in the field of dairy 
education and dairy research, said 
Secretary Jardine in making the 
selection. 

The new chief has been professor 
of dairy husbandry and head of the 
dairy department at the Michigan 
College since 1921. He held similar 
positions at the Kansas State Agri- 
cultural College from 1911 to 1918, 
and at Purdue University from 1918 
to 1920. He was vice-president of 
the American Dairy Science Associa- 
tion in 1920 and 1923-24, and president 
in 1925. He has studied the dairy 
industry abroad and is one of the 
American delegates to the Interna- 
tional Dairy Congress soon to be held 
in England. : 

Professor Reed was born in 1885 
at Fayette, Mo., was reared on a 
farm, and was graduated from the 
University of Missouri in 1908, re- 
ceiving his M. S. degree there in 
1910. He is a member of the follow- 
ing honor societies: Phi Kappa Phi, 
Gamma Sigma Delta, Alpha Zeta, and 
Sigma Phi Epsilon. 
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The Bureau of Dairy Industry was 
formerly a division of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry and still cooperates 
very closely with that bureau in 
many aspects of its work. Owing to 
the great importance of the dairy in- 
dustry to the health and welfare of 
the people and the large amount of 
work to be done in improving meth- 
ods of production and manufacture 
of dairy products, the improvement 
of breeds, feeding methods, and 
methods of handling and marketing 
dairy products, the division was en- 
larged to the present Bureau of 
Dairy Industry in 1924 and is now 
one of the principal dairy research 
organizations in the world. 


U. S. Dept. of Agriculture. 
Editor’s Note. Prof. Reed is a real 
friend of the Holstein cow, having been 
at one time actively engaged in breed- 
ing these animals in Kansas. Under his 
leadership Michigan has made wonder- 
ful strides in the development of cow 
testing association work and he has suc- 
ceeded in selling the idea so effectively 
to the pure bred breeders that they have 
gone into this work and the herd test 
possibly more extensively than any oth- 
er state. He is usually in atténdance at 
the annual meetings of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association and has served on 
many important committees, including 
the recent committee that formulated 
the rules for the herd test. Forceful 
and energetic, a splendid organizer and 
leader, Ollie Reed will be a real asset 
to the dairy industry with the enlarged 
opportunity for service that will follow 
his taking over the position as Chief of 
the Bureau of Dairy Industry.

Ten Years Ago—June, 1918 


HE annual meeting of the Hol- 
‘ stein-Friesian Association was 

held on the first Wednesday in 
June at Milwaukee and was one of 
the most stormy meetings in the his- 
tory of the Association. Mr. Hough- 
ton and the Secretary’s Office were 
the center of the controversy, which 
finally narrowed down to a proposal 
to make salaried officers appointed 
by the Board of Directors. The bit- 
terness of the advance campaign for 
the proxies of members really marked 
the beginning of the end of that sys- 
tem, which had been a cause of crit- 
icism and complaint for twenty years 
preceding. This meeting at Milwau- 
kee was the largest the Association 
had held up to that time .in point 
both of personal attendance and 
proxy representation, there being a 
total of 6,917 votes cast on the crucial 
point of the meeting. Almost a ma- 
jority control of the meeting was 
vested through the proxy representa- 
tion in the hands of John Arfmann, 
E. A. Powell and G. F. Gregory, all of 
whom were on the side of Mr. Houg- 
ton, who was in complete control of 
the meeting. Four years later, the 
principle here so decisively rejected 
was adopted by the Association 
almost by unanimous consent and 
has since operated to the entire sat- 
isfaction of the membership. 

The annual reports of officers at 
the Milwaukee meeting in 1918 
showed 1,195 new members taken in 
during the preceding fiscal year, with 
a total of 11,462 members up to June 
1, 1918. Registrations in the number 
of 88,276 were made during the year 
and transfers numbering 92,465. 
Cash receipts for the previous year 
were $380,718.93. 

On the day following the meeting, 
the National Sale was held under the 
management of Harvey A. Moyer. 
176 head were sold for an average 
price of $2,430. In this sale, Carna- 
tion King Sylvia was purchased for 
$106,000 by Carnation Milk Farms, 
the seller being A. C. Hardy of 
Brockville, Ontario, with Col. Barney 
Kelly wielding the hammer. Joy 
Morton. owner of Lisle Farms, ITIli- 
nois, was the last contending bid- 
der at $101,000. It was a scene of 
wild excitement. The 42-lb. daughter 
of King of the Pontiacs, Idleaze Pon- 
tiac Lass, consigned by J. W. 
Vaughan of New York was purchased 
by A. W. Green of Ohio at $13,000, 
and was the top female of the sale. 
She was later re-sold to Carnation 
Farms. Altogether, eight animals in 
this sale brought $10,000 or more, 
thirteen exceeded the $5,000 mark 
and 107 head brought a _ thousand 
dollars cr more. The boom times 
were getting a beautiful start.

NATIONAL DAIRY SHOW CLASSI. 
FICATION CHANGES 

Important changes in the cattle 
classification at the National Dairy 
Exposition, as recommended by the 
Classification Committee, were adopt- 
ed by the Executive Committee of 
the National Dairy Association at its 
May meeting. 

The Get of Sire class will now read 
as follows: “Get of Sire, four ani- 
mals, not more than two to be bulls.” 

Chairman Kildee of the Classifica- 
tion Committee reported that there 
was much demand for a change from 
the previous wording which required 
both sexes to be represented in this 
class. The revision permits’ the 
showing of four females, which wag 
the object sought by those desiring 
a change. 

The Dairy Herd class will now 
read as follows: “Dairy Herd, to 
consist of five cows over two years 





old that have dropped a calf, at least 
three to be in milk, and all owned 
by exhibitor.”’ 

The new requirement that three of 
the five animals must be in milk wag 
adopted to prevent the showing of 
all dry cows, which was declared by 
the Committee to be contrary to the 
aim and purpose of the class. It was 
further recommended and _ adopted 
that beginning with 1929 at least four 
of the cows must be in milk. Y 

The- Committee recommended a 
substantial increase in single class 
prizes and recognition by special rib- 
bons for the first three placings on 
animals bred by the exhibitors. The 
Executive Committee adopted the 
recommendation for special ribbons, 
but did not increase the cash prizes. 

Both committees discussed at 
length the question of making classes 
for dry cows, but action was deferred 
until the Classification Committee

THE CANADIAN MILK SITUATION 

The announcement made 
by the National Dairy Council and 
published in the last issue of Farm 
and Dairy, that there is likely to be 


recently 


a decrease this year of 75% in the 
exports of cream and milk from 
Canada to the United States, is of 


such great importance it is surpris- 
ing that so little is being said about 
it. Last year 32.5% of the butterfat 
exported, in the form of all kinds of 
dairy products, from Canada went to 
the United States. A reduction of 75% 
in the exports of cream and milk to 
this country will involve a_ serious 
shake up in a number of branches 
of the dairy industry. In all 4,886,405 
gallons of milk and 4,495,917 gal- 
lons of cream were exported from 
Canada to the United States last 
year. Most of this cream and milk 
was exported from the southwestern 
counties of Quebec and from the 
counties in Ontario bordering on the 
St. Lawrence river. 


That the estimate of the National 
Dairy Council, that there will be a 
reduction of 75% this year in the 
cream and milk exported, is well 
founded is indicated by figures: re- 
lating to the export trade which 
Farm and Dairy recently had an op- 
portunity to check over. In May of 
last year, for instance, 21 carloads 
of cream were shipped from _ four 
stations in the Province of Quebec. 
This year not over five carloads are 
likely to go forward from _ these 
stations, judging by the number of 
creameries which have qualified to 
continue in the export trade. In 
June of last year 68 carloads of 
cream went forward from six sta- 
tions. The creameries at these same 
points which have qualified to ex- 
port cream and milk this year, ex- 
ported only 11 carloads last year. 
This, it will be noted, indicates a 
reduction of well over 75% from 
this territory this vear. Similar 
figures relating to other points tell 
the same tale. 


There are many reasons given for 
the decrease that is taking place in 
the exports of cream and milk. The 
main one is that farmers are refusing 
to incur the expense involved in im 
proving their herds and barns to the 
point required to enable them to 
qualify for the export trade. The 
new United States regulations re- 
quire that the producers’ animals 
shall all pass the tuberculin test 
and that their premises shall be in- 
spected and scored on the basis set 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. To meet these require- 
ments would necessitate heavy out- 
lays which the farmers do not feel 
are justified by the value to them 
of the United States market. Cream- 
eries which have been engaged in 
the export of cream are finding it 
impossible to get enough of their 
shippers to qualify to warrant them 
in continuing their exports. For this 
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reason a large percentage of the 
dairy plants which last year exported 
cream and milk have not even applied 
for permits this year. 

It is not going to be an easy mat- 
ter, in a number of districts, for the 
producers to find a satisfactory mar- 
ket for their cream and milk. The 
Montreal market is  over-supplied 
and the Montreal Milk Producers As- 
sociation has been finding it diffi- 
cult to maintain prices in face of 
the large quantities of milk and 
cream that are available to the deal- 


ers. Some of the districts are not 
well equipped with cheese factories 
and creameries. In such, the | situ- 


will be serious. Most of the 
and cream that is being held 
back will be manufactured . into 
cheese and butter. The increase in 
the production of these products will 
affect prices on the Canadian market. 
It should result in an increase in the 
exports of both cheese and butter un- 
less the heavy production which has 
taken place in dairy herds during the 
past year, through the export of milk 
cows, is sufficient to offset the in- 
creased supplies of cream and milk 
caused by the loss of the export mar- 
ket. 

The next few months are likely to 
be trying ones for several thousand 
farmers while they are readjusting 
themselves to the change in condi- 
tions. Gradually an increasing num- 
ber of farmers’ will equip their 
plants so that they may engage in 
the export trade. There is_ little 
likelihood. however, that there will be 
any rapid development along this 
line. Should the average price of 
dairy products rule low this season, 
in the sections most effected, the 
importance and value of the United 
States outlet will become apparent.

SOW MORE ALFALFA THIS SUM- 
MER, PREPARE FOR A SHORT- 
AGE OF PROTEIN FEEDS 
Cottonseed Meal has gone up $8.00 

per ton in the past 30 days. 

A year ago Alfalfa Hay from No. 3 
to No. 1 grades was auoted in Chi- 
‘ago market from $12.00 to $24.00 per 
ton. Same grades in same market 
are quoted today $20.00 to $38.00 per 
ton, and there are very small sup- 
plies at these big advances. 

We are faced with a prospect of 
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the shortest crop of Clover and AI. 
falfa Hay we have had in vears. It 
looks as though the wise dairyman 


will act immediately to try and grow 
more of his protein feed. 

The best and_ practically only 
effective way to offset the prospective 
high prices of protein feeds during 
the next couple of years is to sow 
more Alfalfa this summer. 

Alfalfa seed sown between now and 
August 15th, on a properly prepared 
seed bed is the best thing that can 


be done to insure a_ good protein 
hay crop for next year. 

Most farmers have had_ personal 
experience this year with unusual 


winter damage to their wheat, alfalfa 
and clover, but few realize how terri- 
bly widespread and extensive was 
this winter killing. It was apparently 
worst in the states of Ohio. Indiana 
and Illinois, but was very serious 
in all the states from Kansas and 
Nebraska on the West, through 
Missouri, Kentucky, and all the states 
to the North and East. 

Late frosts have killed hundreds of 
thousands of acres of young seed- 
lings this Spring and in other sections 
the cold, dry weather had retarded 
and damaged large acreages. So 
we are not only faced with an un- 
usual percentage of winter killing, 
but the new seedlings with which 
many hoped to impair the damage, 
have also suffered. These conditions 
lead to a greatly impaired acreage of 
the leguminous hay, both for this 
year and next vear. 

Many State Experiment Stations, 
Indiana, Missouri, Kansas and 
others, recommend summer planting 
of alfalfa in preference to Spring 
planting. 

Under normal conditions the AIl- 
falfa acreage of the middle West 
should be greatly increased, but it is 
doubly important now with a shortage 
of hay and protein feeds in prospect 
for at least the next two seasons.

to increase the area of Corn and 
other cultivated crops, sow five or 
ten acres of Alfalfa this June. 

Later, after cutting a Wheat or 
Oats crop, plow the land at once and 
sow some more Alfalfa between 
August 1st and August 15th. 

Because hay has been plentiful and 
comparatively cheap the last couple 
of years. many people who have suf- 
fered individual losses of seedlings 
feel they can buy hay and feed cheap- 
ly this year. 

If you are this kind of an optimist, 
just consider the following facts. 

169 cars of hay have come into 
Chicago May ist to 14th inclusive, 
compared to 214 cars for the same 
period in 1927. 373 cars arrived in 
April 1928, compared to 503 in April 
1927. 

Bran middlings and all the stan- 
dard high quality mixed feeds are 
about $10.00 per ton higher than they 
were a year ago this time (May 14. 
1928). 

United States Dept. of Commerce 
report of April 30, 1928, shows cotton- 
seed meal on hand April 30. 1928, to 
be 84,870 tons against 180.741 tons 
same date the previous year. The 
lowest stock on hand same date in 
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last five years was in 
stock was 137,401 tons. 
Summarizing, we have had bad win. 
ter killing of wheat and hay crops; 
serious damage to new seedlings; 
small shipments and advancing prices 
on hay; high priced protein feeds 
and a short supply in prospect. Al- 
falfa is the most productive hay crop. 
Alfalfa is the highest in protein an@q 
best hay known. Better crops follow 
Alfalfa. 
It will pay to prepare a good seed 
bed, and sow Alfalfa this summer.

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VERY county Holstein associa- 
EF; tion should endeavor to erect 

and maintain a Holstein booth 
at its county fair this year. The ad- 
vertising value of the Holstein booth 
is much greater than the effort and 
cost which it takes to have such a 
booth. Last year the Extension Serv- 
ice of The Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America furnished 295 Coun- 
ty Fair Packages for use in county 
booths. This year it is hoped that 
this number will be considerably in- 
creased. It is thought that a few re- 
marks regarding a Holstein booth 
may be helpful especially to those 
county clubs which have not had ex- 
perience in building a booth. 

Cost of Booth 

A Holstein booth need not be elab- 
orate or cost very much. It is usual- 
ly the best plan to construct a sim- 
ple, neat booth and not clutter it up 
too much with a large number of 
posters or literature. About the only 
cost necessary in the erection of a 
booth is the purchase of a _ booth 
background from the Extension Serv- 
ice or a few yards of decorating ma- 
terial such as cheese cloth or colored 
paper from a local store. In addi- 
tion to this material it is usually ad- 
visable to have a sign painted to 
hang in front of the booth which will 
contain the name of the county asso- 
ciation. 

Of course, an elaborate booth cost- 
ing considerable money can be put 
up but it is questionable if the added 
cost of such a booth is justifiable. 
At the most a booth need not cost 
over eight or ten dollars. 


Location 


It has been found from past ex- 
perience that the best location for a 
Holstein booth is in the cattle barn 
where the Holstein cattle are housed. 
If possible select a double stall near 
the main entrance of the cattle barn. 
However, if this much space is not 
available you can put up a very 
attractive booth in one stall. Select 
stalls which are headed against the 
wall or solid partition if possible. 
This will greatly simplify the dec- 
orating. 

Construction 

If the background is not solid it is 
wise to put up a frame work about 
eight feet high from the ground and 
cover this frame work with heavy 
wrapping paper. If there are peti- 
tions between the stalls the center 
partition should be removed if possi- 
ble and the end partitions left in 
place which can later be decorated. 
If there are no partitions a rail should 
be erected at either end of the booth 
extending from the background to 
the front edge of the booth. These 
rails can either be 2x4’s or 2x6’s and 
should be fastened solidly in place. 
The cattle which may be on either 
side of the booth will then be kept 
in their proper places. Along the 
front of the booth put up a counter 
about six feet long. This counter can 
be either a plank or a 12-inch board. 
By driving four stakes in the ground 
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Holstein Booths At Fairs and Shows 


the counter will be made sufficiently 
solid and these stakes can serve as 
legs to the counter. The counter 
should be about three feet high and 
placed to one side of the booth so 
that an opening about two feet wide 
will be left at the end of the counter 
in order to permit easy entrance in- 
to the booth. The materials used in 
the frame work can usually be picked 
up on the fair grounds or be _ ob- 
tained from the superintendent of 
the grounds. It is not necessary to 
use new lumber as it will all be cov- 
ered up with decorating material. 
Decorating the Booth 

The best and easiest manner of 
decorating the background is to pur- 
chase a standard booth background 
from the Extension Service. This 
background is 12 feet long and 10 
feet high. It is made of purple and 
black crepe paper with a 3-foot strip 
of black canvas running crossways 
upon which is a reproduction of the 
trade mark cow and calf. The letter- 
ing is in gold. The whole background 
is fastened together with a strip of 
canvas at the top and all that is 
necessary to do is to hang it up. The 
cost is $7.00. 


If a booth background is not pur- 
chased then the background should 
be decorated with colored paper or 
bunting. 

First select the color scheme which 
vou wish to use in the booth. This 
color scheme can be either black and 
white, purple and orange or almost 
any pleasing combination of colors 
you may desire. If cheese cloth is 
used the background should first be 
covered with ordinary wrapping pa- 
per. Next tack on the strips of 
cheese cloth and this had best be 
done by running the strips vertically 
and you can work in your color com- 
bination in almost any manner you 
may desire. For instance, you can 
put up alternate strips of black 
and white bunting, until the back- 
ground has been covered. The same 
pattern should be carried through on 
the partitions and on the counter. 
In order to give the background a 
finished appearance a strip of cheese 
cloth should be folded so that it is 
about three inches wide and tacked 
along the top in order to cover up 
the rough edges. You are now ready 
to decorate the partitions and also 
the counter. It is a good plan to 
first cover the counter with a piece 
of wrapping paper and then on top 
of this wrapping paper put a piece 
of cheese cloth. The sides of the 
counter can then be decorated with 
cheese cloth carrying out the same 
color scheme as was used in the 
background. On this counter should 
be displayed copies of the literature 
which the Extension Service supplies. 
It is a good plan to tack down this 
literature and use request cards in- 
stead of handing out literature pro- 
miscuously. This will help in getting 
the literature into the hands of the 
people who are interested in the 
breed and will mean a great saving 
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in the amount of _ literature used. 
On the background should be hung 
the large True Type pictures of the 
bull and the cow. If the background 
is sufficiently large it can also ac 
commodate some of the other charts 
which are supplied by the Extension 
Service. The front of the counter 
can also be used in displaying posters, 
as is also true with the partition at 
either end of the booth. Two pen- 
nants are included in each county 
fair package. These pennants can be 
hung at either end of the background 
or at the front of the booth on up- 
rights, one on either corner of the 
booth. A sign about a foot high and 
three feet long should be made con- 
taining the name of the county asso- 
ciation. This sign can be hung in 
front of the booth about eight feet 
high where it will attract the at- 
tention of visitors. Two or three 
chairs should be placed in the booth 
so that anyone who is interested in 
Holsteins and has questions to ask 
may go in the booth and talk to the 
attendant. Some local man, prefer- 
ably the secretary of the county 
Holstein Association, should be in the 
booth as much of the time as possible 
to answer questions and “talk Hol- 
steins”. It is important to have 
someone in the booth all of the 
time. 
Other Decorations 

Aside from having a booth it is 
also well to put up some other deco- 
rations through the ecattle barn. 
Posters should be tacked up in 
prominent places. If you desire to 
purchase a large banner which the 
Extension Service: has prepared and 
is offering at cost, this banner should 
be preferably placed on the outside 
of the Holstein barn over the main 
entrance. The size of this banner 
is eighteen feet long and about three 
feet wide. It is made of heavy black 
canvas upon which is printed a copy 
of the trade mark cow and calf and 
also the words “Holsteins for Profit” 
in large gold letters. The cos: de- 
livered is $6.00.

MICHIGAN REFORMATORY at Ionia, brought out the 
only animal of the year to win five first places, Reforma- 
tory Sylvia Nudine, a junior three-year-old that stood 
first for milk in the seven, thirty and 365-day divisions 
and first for fat in the thirty and 365-day divisions. 
This institution had two other first place winners. 
KALAMAZOO STATE.HOSPITAL had the highest rec- 
ord junior three-year-old of the year in the seven-day di- 
vision with 31.24 lbs. butter.

The calves thus far produced by him 
at Avondale Farm were an unusually 
promising lot. T. J. Davison, manager 
of Avondale, writes that Bell Farm 
Honor was taken ill late in April 
and the best veterinary skill seemed 
to be unable to diagnose the trouble. 
Death occurred on May 25, post-mor- 
tem showing sarcoma of the liver to 
be the cause of his death. This places 
Avondale again in the unfortunate 
position of being without a herd sire 
until the young son of May Walker 
Inka Segis by Sir Bess Ormsby May 
becomes of age.

Minnesota Report for March 

The March report of Cow Testing 
Association work in Minnesota shows 
67 out of 95 associations reporting 
the breed of the high herd to be com- 
posed wholly or in part of pure bred 
and grade Holsteins. The leading 
herd for the month for both milk and 
fat was the grade and registered Hol- 
stein herd of Roy Nicholson, of the 
Lyon Associataion, with the fine 
average of 58 lbs. fat, 1,614 lbs. milk 
for a herd of nine cows. The reg- 
istered Holstein herd of Gunder By- 
haug in the Lac qui Parle Association 
stood second for fat with an average 
of 55 Ibs. fat and 1,465 lbs. milk. Of 
the 50 Association leaders showing 
herd averages above 40 lbs. fat, 38 
were made up of registered and 
grade Holsteins and 11 out of the 
first 13 herds were of this breed. 
The extent of this work in Minnesota 
is shown by the fact that on April 10, 
the date of the report, there are 107 
active associations in the state and 
in the 99 associations reporting, 
35,281 cows were tested. There were 
1,410 herds that averaged 25 Ibs. 
butterfat and 5,232 cows produced 40 
Ibs. of butterfat for the month of 
March. 


lowa Report for March 


The grade Holstein herd of H. C. 
Cain in the O’Brien Association was 
the leader for both milk and fat dur- 
ing the month with an average for 8 
cows in milk of 63.3 Ibs. fat, 1,830 
lbs. milk. The leading herds for the 
month in 55 of the 80 associations 
reporting were made up largely or 
entirely of pure bred and grade Hol- 
steins and 10 of the 14 highest herds 
were of this breed. A total of 3,506 
cows in the associations of the state 
were reported as having produced 
over 40 lbs. fat during the month of 
March. 


California Report for March 


To California goes the honor of 
having a larger percentage of its 
dairy cows on test in C. T. A. work 
than any other state. Figures made 
public by the Bureau of Dairying un- 
der date of January 1, 1928, show 
that of the 602,000 dairy cows in Cal- 
ifornia 61,176 were in Cow Testing 
Associations, or over 10%. There 
are only 32 associations in this state 
but they operate in much larger 
units than in any other state. The 
statistical report for March lists data 
as to the number of 40-lb. fat cows 
and the high individual producers in 
each association. The Los Angeles 
County Association, which is the 
largest in the United States with 10, 
450 cows, showed over a third. of 
them, or 3,546, producing over 40 lbs. 
fat for the month and the leader for 
the state for both milk and fat was 
a pure bred Holstein in the herd of 
F. F. Pellissier in this assocation, 
with the phenomenal production of 
111.6 Ibs. fat, 3,100 Ibs. milk.

STUDY YOUR BUSINESS 

Occasionally we get a little down 
in-the-mouth when bulls don’t sell as 
well as they might or possibly the 
cream check is not as big as it 
should be. Some of us might be a 
little inclined to “pass the buck” and 
blame it to the cows or the breed. 
However, when this feeling comes on, 
it would be well to make a survey and 
learn if we ourselves are not just a 
little to blame. Are we co-operating 
with the cows? 

We would not have to travel far to 
find many Holstein herds that are re- 
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turning big profits, and in most well 
managed and good-producing herds, 
there is seldom much difficulty ip 
selling surplus stock. This would 
indicate that when things don’t go 
right, we are very apt to be to blame. 

To make the purebred business a 
success, we must by all means supply 
proper feeds in sufficient amounts 
and along with this, apply the pains- 
taking care and management go 
necessary in any successful business. 
After these conditions are met, and 
things don’t go satisfactorily, we 
might place the blame with the cows 
or at least with some of them. 
There is only one way to pick out 
the ones that are to blame, and that 
is by weighing and testing the milk. 
The cow testing association offers an 
economical ineaus of [éarniig” what 
each cow in the herd is doing and 
every man who milks ten cows or 
more should have his herd entered 
in this work. The new Herd Im- 
provement plan of testing introduced 
by the Holstein Association of 
America should appeal to every 
breeder of purebred Holsteins. 

Along with good feeding and tes- 
ting, it would be well to “dress up” 
a few and take them out to the fair. 
There is no way of advertising your 
herd and your breed more effectively 
than through a good exhibit at the 
fairs. 

Let’s think of these things now, for 
our fairs are not far off and fall 
makes an ideal time to put the herd 
on test.

The value of continuous C. T. A. 
testing was recently demonstrated by 
R. T. Davis, Weiser, Idaho, who is 
President of the Idaho Holstein- 
Friesian Association. Mr. Davis has 
been a member of the Weiser-Payette 
C. T. A. since 1920 and has continuous 
records on his whole herd since that 
date. 


Recently when Mr. Davis was look- 
ing for a new herd sire, he examined 
his C. T. A. records and found that 
he had records of five daughters of 
the bull, Carnation McKinley Rag 
Apple, No. 183077, and the records of 
the dams of these daughters. He 
found that the production of these 
daughters when adjusted to a mature 


basis greatly exceeded the production 


of their dams. His herd books show 
the following records of dams and 
daughters when adjusted to mature 
age:

These records are remarkable in 
view of the high average production 
of the dams. 

Further investigation shows that 
five daughters of Caranation McKin- 
ley Rag Apple have been _ tested 
officially in the 305-day division. At 
an average age of three years and 
four months their average records for 
305 days are 14,424 pounds of milk 
and 621.8 pounds of butter. 

Another daughter recently com- 
pleted a yearly official record at 
mature age in the herd of Chester 
Eggers of Meridian, making about 
22,000 Ibs. of milk and over 900 Ibs. 
of butter. 

L. G. Lupton of Nampa also has 
several daughters of this great sire 
and Donald Adams of Hazelton has 
about twenty-four daughters. Mr. 
Adams has used this bull for three 
years and recently sold him to Mr. 
Davis of Weiser where he will be 
crossed on the large herd of reg- 
istered Holsteins owned by Mr. Da- 
vis. Mr. Davis is to be congratulated 
upon securing this sire, but the cow 
testing association was the means of 
determining the value of the bull. 

Successful dairymen are selecting 
herd sires on the production of their 
daughters but this method requires 
that the bulls be exchanged or kept 
in service for several years and that 
the dams and daughters be tested.

of 100 cows has now been under Herd 
Test for five months. Each month 
the test shows something of interest 
and value aside from the value of a 
record on each individual cow. I 
have been particularly interested in 
the comparison of tests of cows on 
Herd Test with those on semi-official 
test. In a large herd one can draw 
more accurate comparisons because 
the greater number of animals les- 
sens the factor of error. During the 
month of May 40 cows on semi-offi- 
cial test averaged 3.55% butterfat 
while 48 cows tested in Herd Test 
averaged 3.56% fat. The variation 
in individual cows was from 2.3% fat 
to 4.6% fat. Four cows of the 88 
tested were below 3% fat and fifteen 
were 4% fat or over. 

The tests on our herd to date show 
almost an identical.per cent fat test 
on our Herd Test cows and our Semi- 
official cows. The variation in aver- 
age test from month to month seems 
to apply the same to both class of 
tests. We found this year, the same 
as we have always experienced in 
semi-official work, that our cows test 
lower in April than any other month 
of the year. We blame it on the cli- 
mate or weather but I wonder just 
what is the real fundamental reason 
for low tests in April here on the 
New Jersey seaboard and have other 
breeders had a similar experience?

DAIRYMEN’S LEAGUE URGING 
HIGHER MILK PRICES 


Initial move toward assuring New 
York City an adequate milk supply 
during the normal short production 
months of late summer and early 
autumn by providing an incentive to 
dairymen of the New York Milk Shed 
to increase production during that 
period was made by the Board of 
Directors of the Dairymen’s League 
Cooperative Association, Inc., at New 
York City recently. 

A survey of probable market needs 
and production resources, say  offi- 
cials of the League, show that the 
New York Milk Shed has facilities 
capable of providing a plentiful milk 
supply, but to assure ample produc- 
tion farmers must have an incentive 
to make the effort. Higher produc- 
tion can be acquired by proper care 
and feeding of herds to stimulate the 
flow of milk. 

The League Board of Directors 
went on record as being in favor of 
a higher milk price to dairymen of 
this territory as soon as market con- 
ditions warrant such action. In 
taking this step the Directors of the 
Dairymen’s League are the first 
representatives of farmers to act to- 
ward securing a better return for the 
producers. 

League officials pointed out today 
that by giving the farmers a higher 
price before the threatened shortage 
actually begins they will be found 
responsive to the urgings for greater 
production. Only by this means, and 
by giving the dairymen assurance 
that they will receive prices through 
the fall commensurate with produc- 
tion costs they will have to assume 
to increase the milk supply, can 
adequate supplies be assured, say the 
League officials. 

Last year when a threatened milk 
shortage confronted New York the 
Dairymen’s League took the lead in 
an intensive campaign to persuade 
farmers to produce more milk. 
Those efforts met with distinguished 
success, and the metropolitan market 
was supplied without any necessity 
for importation of supplies from 
sources outside the natural Milk 
Shed. 














SWEET CLOVER REQUIRES LIME, 
INOCULATION, AND FIRM 
SEED BED 


Sweet clover will grow almost any- 
where, providing there are more than 
17 inches of rain and sufficient lime 
in the soil. However, in spite of the 
fact that sweet clover is a hardy 
plant, it is not always easy to get a 
stand. 

In a new publication just issued by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture as Leaflet 23-L, “Sweet 
Clover,” some of the essentials of 
sweet clover culture and utilization 
are* discussed by Dr. A. J. Pieters, 
agronomist of the Buerau of Plant 
Industry. A copy of the leaflet may 
be secured upon request. 

Three things are especially impor- 
tant in securing a stand of sweet 
clover, according to Doctor Pieters. 
They are lime, inoculation, and a firm 
seed bed. It may not always be 
necessary to neutralize an acid soil, 
but sweet clover commonly must 
have lime if it is to do well. Inocu- 
lation of the seed or soil is advisable 
where the crop is to be grown on 
land that has grown neither alfalfa 
nor sweet clover before. A firm seed 
bed is necessary. Many failures have 
been shown to be due to lack of roll- 
ing or compacting the soil after 
plowing. 

Sweet clover may be 
hay, pasture, and for soil improve- 
ment purposes. As a hay crop, how- 
ever, it is not equal ta alfalfa or red 
clover. As a pasture, a good stand 
of sweet clover in its second season 
will furnish more grazing than any 
other plant known. It is also an ex- 
cellent crop for soil improvement, 
and fortunately it will serve both as 
a pasture and a soil improving crop 
at the same time. In some sections 
it has been found that the increased 
yields of sugar beets due to sweet 
clover were practically the same 
when the crop was turned under 
after being pastured as when the en- 
tire crop was turned under. 

The value of sweet clover as a soil 
improver lies in its ability to take 
nitrogen from the air through the 
nodules on the roots, to store this in 
its thick roots and in the stems and 
leaves, and to deliver it by rapid de- 
cay when it is turned under. Much 
if not most of the nitrogen in the top 
growth of the first season moves into 
the roots in the fall and is stored 
there. The new growth in the spring 
is made from this stored nitrogen, 
and in April and early May, as the 
nitrogen in the tops increases, that in 
the roots decreases. This feature 
and the fact that it starts growth 
very early make sweet clover an 
ideal green manure for corn. It is 
not necessary to wait for a large 
spring growth before turning under; 
usually there will be no more nitrogen 
May 15 than there was April 15, and 
the field can be plowed just as soon 
as plowing can be done after a few 
inches of growth have been made to 
insure that the tops will die and not 
come up in the corn.
